REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant's 
arguments presented in the declaration and remarks are persuasive. The closest prior 
art of record, McDuff, teaches a fuel composition wherein the succinimide detergent is 
an optional ingredient and he provides no guidance with respect to the ratio of Mannich 
base and succinimide. He exemplifies ratios of 3.6:1 and 1:1, whereas Applicant is 
claiming a Mannich base to succinimide ratio of about 16:1 to about 1000:1 .
